Mrs. Grr-'ner lives at Los Angeles- and 
was -called as a witness to tell of a visit 
she paid Klnlry at ' the jail in that city 
when he was captured there and In this 
connection said: "I went to see him be- 
cause I wanted to know why he had led 
my boy astray. I did not like Joe's be- 
ing with him and told Klnlry once not 
to come to the house. He seemed how- 
ever to have some Influence over him." 
Then pointing her finger at Klniry and 
facing his mother she said: "He Is the 
cause of my son's downfall and of his 
death. I asked him why he had taken 
my boy away from 'me and got him 
murdered, and then laid the blama of 
killing the policeman on htm and he 
looked at me and never said nothing." 


. Kiniry, himself keeps up his nerve and 
walks erect and makes a gentlemanly 
appearance with a change of. suits each 
day from a black to a brown. In the 
jail It Is said he spends all his spare 
time exorcising and his long musclej are 
like sinews of cords.

IN FIERCE STORM.

Two Are Injured in Thrilling Battle 


With Death on Water. 


(From Yesterday's Last Edition.) 


SAN FRANCISCO. Marcli 14.—Four 


San Franciscans who for hoars had 
fought with death in a. storm off the 
treacherous Mendocino coast and who 
had be$n given up for lost by rela- 
tives and friends, returned home this 
morning thankful that they are still 
alive. 
The four men 
,were 
Bmil 


•Schneider and Charles A. StoweU of 
the 
ITlited States Manne Hospital 


Service; Paul E. Squire, a druggist, 
employed at the Leipnitz drug store, 
and Juhus Berges of the wholesale li- 
quor firm of Bergez & Domenicon. 
Sharing the same peril were the cap- 
tains and crews of the tugs Henrietta 
and TJ. a Grant of the Paladini fish- 
ing fleet. 


During the thrilling experience' two 


men were injured. 
Schneider, 
who 


took a. turn at the wheel on theN Hen- 
rietta, was hurled against the pilot- 
house by a huge wave and sustained 
painful bruises and a broken rib and 
the fireman of the Grant had an arm 
broken. The Grant had a mast snap- 
ped off in the gale, tangled geanng 
caught in her propeller, and she now 
lies in Drake's Bay awaiting repairs. 
The Henrietta was uninjured. 


The party of four who went out to 


the fishing banks for a good time 
•were away about fifty-three hours. 
When they got ashore yesterday they 
tried 
to ' communicate 
with 
their 
friends in this city, but the wires 
were down and it was not known 
•whether they were dead or alive until 
they got back this morning. 


TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


Bmil Schneider, who pluckily went 


back to his work in the branch of the 
Marine 
Hospital in the Appraiser's 


building after he had communicated 
•with his relatives, tells a dramatic 
story of the trip. Here is his narra- 
tive, told in the way of a man who can 
face a crisis without losing his nerve: 


"We started out Sunday morning at 


4 o'clock on the fishing tug Henrietta. 
The weather was fine, and we stayed 
on deck enjoying ourselves until we 
reached 
the 
fishing banks twenty 


miles north of Point Reyes. 
At 7:30 


o'clock in the morning, after the nets 
•were out, the storm came up. 
Soon 


It grew so fierce that the boss fisher- 
man ordered that the nets be pulled 
up. For a while, it 'was feared that 
they would have to be cut loose, but 
we persevered and finally got them in. 
It was a tough -fob. The haul of fish 
was a good one, but something else 
demanded onr attention just then. The 
waves were running as high as the 
Sprockets' Building. We tried to keep 
in deep water, but it was too rough. 
Then we made for Drake's Bay. Be- 
tween wind and wave we were in a 
bad way. 
I thought it was all off 


with us. 
Even the captain had no 


hope. I helped out at the wheel. A 
big wave hurled me against the pilot- 
house and eavp me a busted rib. 


MAST BROKEN. 


"When we got to the bar it was 


breaking low and was worse than the 
sea.

bilcox then walked into town and deliv- 
ered himself to Marsnal Deeble. carrying 
his six-shooter in his hand and saying. 
41 have done the job." 
After a short 


stay in the city jail he was hurried to 
the County Jail at -Nevada City, fears 
being entertained of lynching 
On the 


way to the County Jail they had to pass 
the scene of the murder. A crowd gath- 
ered as he passed with the officers, but 
no demonstration was made 


Young Allen was badly wounded and is

told that the wind was stronger but 
Just how much nobody knew. When 
we tried 
to 
communicate with our 


friends and relatives there was much 
trouble. The wires were down 


WALKED MILES TO REFUGE. 
"To go back with my story a bit, we 


had a fine walk after we got ashore. I 
am told that we walked six miles, but 
it seemed more like sixty miles. We 
got to the Geary ranch, ami the people 
there treated us like white men, giving 
us not only food, 
but 
dry clothing. 


Then they put us in a wagon and took 
us dirty-five miles to Point Reyes. 
After a few hours' rest we got aboard 
the morning 
train, and 
now I can 


truthfully say that I'm glad I'm here. 


"The crew of the Henrietta Included 


Captain 
Nelson, 
Chief 
Engineer H. 


Meenan, an assistant engineer and five 
fishermen. Captain Nelson did great 
work. He was on deck all the time. He 
says that he never saw a storm like it, 
and he couldn't understand how we 
managed to live through it As for the 
Grant, he said, her survival was a 
mystery."

TOSSED LIKE CORK. 


Paul E. Squire went around the Horn 


on the Oregon and was in service on 
that ship during the fight at Santiago, 
but he will forget those things before 
he will cease to remember his trip to 
the fishing .banks. "The waves were 
mountains high," he said t"ais morning. 
"I didn't realize the danger, hut the 
captain and others aid. I was so sick 
that I didn't care what happened.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—If John 


Brashland, the retired cavalry sergeant 
who met his death In this city on De- 
cember 10 last, was really the victim of 
knockout 
drops, the 
conspirators who 


hold his pay checks for $1,600 will ex- 
perience considerable difficulty in getting 
their money 
So far 
the 
checks have 


never been 
offered for 
collection, the 


murderers, no doubt, believing that an 
early presentation might arouse suspi- 
cion and call for an 
explanation they 


were not prepared to give. 
Now they 


will never be paid unless the party or 
parties holding them can prove to the 
satisfaction of the army paymaster that 
they are entitled to the money 


After the publication of the story out- 


lining the views of B:ashland's former 
captain, who firmly believes that his old 
sergeant was a victim of foul play. Cap- 
tain of Detectives Burnett again took 
up the investigation of the case, which I 
has been allowed to slumber since the I 
Coroner completed his investigation. All 
of the old police reports were gone over, 
the Coroner's records were looked up, 
and the detectives who had been engaged 
m the former investigation were closely 
questioned by their chief. 
The result 


was that additional men 
were put to 


work to unravel the mystery, and this 
morning Captain of Detectives Burnett 
has their reports in hand. 


Detective Ryan visited the office of the

Brashland 


checks had ever been presented for col- 
lection at the Sub-Treasury. He was ad- 
vised by the paymaster that in the event 
of any of them being offered they would 
be 'held until the party offering them 
could establish his right to their posses- 
sion.

Investigation 
He 
found 
that 


Brashland had intrusted two checks, one 
for $1,000 and one for 
$600, to Oswald 


Weinhold, a saloon-keeper at Lyon and 
LfOnrbard streets, a few days before his 
death. 
On these checks he had secured 


advances of $600, and had then called 
for them, giving Weinhold a receipt for 
the securities. 
He promised "Weinhold 


that he would come back the next day, 
go to the Sub-Treasury with him and 
pay him the cash advanced, but Wein- 
hold declares that he never came back, 
and that he never saw him again. 


Captain Burnett said this morning that 


the department would do everything pos- 
sible to get to the bottom of the mys- 
tery, but he has little hopes of a solution 
until the checks are offered for collection 
at the Sub-Treasury. 
So" long a time 


has elapsed since the death of Brashland 
that the detectives are greatly handi- 
capped in their efforts to locate the crim- 
inals, if criminals there be, but if the 
checks are In the hands of the men re- 
sponsible for Brashland's death the po- 
lice believe they will be put in clrcula- ( 
tion before long1, and this may lead to 1 
the capture of the guilty parties.

The War to Go on. 
' 


The Czar's cabinet has decided, at least it is so given put, that 


the war must continue. Kuropatkin is reorganizing his shattered 
army and fortifying his new position aSL Tie Pass, while Oya'ma is 
gathering his strength for another decisive blow. The Russian army 
lost more than a third of its fighting strength in the battle of Mukden, 
the losses falling he'aviest on the finest corps under Kaulbars and 
Rennekarhff. 
It may well be doubted, therefore, if Kuropatkin can 


do more than temporarily check the Japanese advance. 
The late 


battle has left Oyama with a tremendous superiority in fighting 
strength, and judging by his tactics in the past, he will delay serious 
frontal attack till his flanking columns have the Russian communica- 
tions threatened. This would compel another precipitate retreat un- 
der fire. 


Kuropatkin thought he was winning the battle of Mukden till he 


suddenly discovered that his army was nearly surrounded. 
While 


Oyama was hammering his front, Kuroki was turning his flank, and 
Nogi was driving around his right. Thus the converging Japanese 
columns were rapidly approaching a junction in the Russian rear, 
cutting the railroad and barring the line of retreat to Harbin. 
Had 


Kuropatkin delayed his retreat a few hours Tie Pass would have 
been in the hands of the enemy, and the entire Russian army lost, as 
was the case with the Austrians at Ulm and the French at Sedan. 


Should Oyama inflict another crashing defeat on Kuropatkin be- 


fore he can be substantially reinforced, it is difficult to understand 
how the Russians can continue to offer effective resistance, A dis- 
orderly retreat to Harbin would give the Japanese an opportunity to 
strike the Trans-Siberian Railroad both east and west of Harbin, and 
cut off communications with Vladivostok and Irkutsk. 
Could 


Kuropatkin be isolated at Harbin his speedy surrender would in- 
evitably follow, for he could obtain neither reinforcements nor s.ip- 
plies 
However, the Russian ministry has decided fiat the war must 


go on, so the world may expect a repetition of the horrors of Muk- 
den and Liao Yang. 


Kuropatkin has found out that everything comes to him who

Congressman Littlefield of Maine estimates the deficit in the Na-

Evidences multiply that the Senate has embarked in a scheme to

It is also reported from Washington that the confirmation of Charles

ternal Revenue in New York, will be held up. It seems that the New 
York Senators will not openly fight confirmation, but are scheming 
with their colleagues to prevent it by having the committee report 
against it, and then quietly dropping Anderson down the coal hole 
in executive session. As a rule the Senate has gained little by 
arraying itself as an obstructive force against the Executive.

The Corrupting Philippine Islands. 


One of the strongest arguments against the retention of the Phil- 


ippine Islands is the corrupting influence their possession has had on 
the United States army. The history of the American occupation of 
the islands has been one long story of scandals. A year or two in the 
Philippines seems to blunt the fine sense of honor that has heretofore 
been the chief characteristic of the graduates of West Point 
The 


moral fibre seems to rot out under the influence of a debilitating clima- 
tion and association -with the degenerate races of the Orient. 
Officers 


lose their self-respect and their self-control. They become grafters, 
and violate with reckless abandon the habits of decency in their rela- 
tions with the families of brother officers. 
The long list of wrecked 


careers and ruined homes that is to be charged up in the debit column 
in our Philippine account is a melancholy exhibit against expansion 
in the tropical Orient. We send our young officers to the islands to 
become thieves, drunkards and blackguards, and then we wonder what 
has got into the army. The trouble is that the army has got into the 
Philippines. 
It might as well be in helL 


OAKLAND'S BOND ELECTION. 


The Oakland bond election resulted in the positive rejection of the 


proposition to issue bonds in the sum of £5,700,000 for the promotion 
of a i\ater scheme. It was an acrimonious fight. On the one side 
were those who had grievances against the water company; those who 
honestly felt that it is better for the city to establish a water plant of 
its own, and those who "had it in" for the water company for one 
reason or another, or no reason at all. In this category is the large 
contingent that found inspiration in the prospect that a corporation 
was to be cinched, whether they themselves received any benefit or not. 
There are not a few such people in every community. On the other 
side was a corporation fighting for its life—fighting against confisca- 
tion. It was an unfortunate alignment all around, for the city suffer- 
ed as a whole. One would think the result would be' permitted to de- 
termine the public attitude on the question for a while, at least, but a 
paper came out the next morning with the declaration that the issue 
must be repeated immediately; that the city must be torn up again 
over the controversy. Incidentally, it is to be taken account of that 
the sentiment in favor of municipal ownership is not growing. 


It is a good illustration of how political campaigns unsettle busi- 


ness and things generally that the Oakland bond election put-a quiettu

It seems to me that the divorce problem, which is now agitating 


the country, has been given to a class of women as incapable of find- 
ing a jcorrect solution as it would be possible to find. Society women, 


- who ,h?.ve had all their lives every whim and desire granted, either 


because of their own selfish and dominant natures, or because their 
husbands have been too indifferent, good natured or chivalrous to op- 
pose them, are requested to air views which they can know only little 
about, and cannot imagine, unless they have the gift of womanly sym- 
pathy (which, judging from their written statements, seems a senti- 
ment foreign to the nature of many of them), while the women whose 
hearts have been broken and lives ruined, have been overlooked. 


AMONG POORER CLASSES 


If there is really a desire to learn the evils which prevail, either as 


a cause or as a climax to divorce, go through the packing houses, 
kitchens, sculleries, laundries, lodging-houses and all places where by 
unskilled labor the dethroned sisters, mothers, wives of the lords of 
creation can best eke out a living for themselves, and it may be sev- 
eral children, and ask these women why they are thus thrown out 
upon the world. 
In nine cases out of ten they will say ,,that they 


"bore their troubles in secret" for years, that they might not be 
"dragged in and aired in the divorce court," and ai last, unable to bear 
them any longer, and not strong enough, nor of the nature to "knock 
their husbands down," as Mrs. Reamer says that she would do if a 
man .were cruel to her, "rather than go into a divorce court," they 
were obliged to seek protection somewhere, and found the only re- 
course in divorce.

the privilege of rustling for a living for them among women, as cold 
and unsympathetic as she who says: "I never think of it" (divorce), 
or she who says: "I think that unhappy people should keep their 
troubles strictly to themselves, women must bear the cross if it be their 
portion."

If the wife this freed from a man who is encouraged by law and 


by the people to be worse than a brute should be fortunate enough 
to found a new home and make a decent living for herself and chil-

The principal com- 
plainant is the "United Railroads, which 
sent a 500-word telegram to Treasurer 
Roberts urging him to have the Mint 
cease paying out new silver and to in- 
struct the Sub-Treasurer to deliver gold, 
and asking that the Mint be Instructed 
to receive at least 15,000,000. in silver at 
once. Incidentally, the United Railroads, 
in its telegram, states that It has Inter- 
est installments in New York, due April 
1, amounting to MOO.OOO in gold. 
"That's what's the matter with the 


United Railroads."' said a Treasury offi- 
cial today. "It takes in silver and pays 
Interest In gold, and does not want to 
pay express on money across the conti- 
nent. There happens to be a surplus of 
silver In San Francisco. During the sum- 
mer silver flows out into the country to 
pay farm hands and move crops, and In 
winter It accumulates 
in 
town. The 


banks have all they can handle and the 
Sub-Treasurer Is shy of gold. 
So the 


banks are trying to make us believe sil- 
ver will go below par. Well, If It does, 
there will be a big business snapping up 
sHver out there."

BERKELEY,

15.—Suspen- 


sion from the University of California 
•with expulsion almost sure to follow, 
is the fate of Lewis E. Buikeley, yell 
Header of the "University, whose mar- 
iriage to Corinne Barry took place last 
(Sunday, following a criminal charge 
'.preferred against him by the young 
[•woman. 
The academic council rec- 


lommended to the faculty of the col- 
lege of social sciences, where Buikeley 
•is a student, that he be suspended, 
.and thie was done at once. Buikeley, 
'farther, is ordered to appear before 
the facnrty committee on students' af- 
fairs and show cause why he should 
not be expelled. The academic coun- 
cil-took this action at a special ses- 
sion held yesterday afternoon, -when 
the 
following 
communication 
was 


prepared and approved: 


To the faculty o£ the college of so- 
cial' sciences: In view or statements 
'recently published which reflect dis- 
credit upon the conduct of Lewis E. 
Buikeley, a student in the college of 
social sciences, the academic council 
recommends the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 
"Resolved, That Lewis E. Bnlkeley 
be summoned to appear before the 
committee on students' affairs, at a 
time to be designated by the com- 
mittee not later than March 22, 1905, 
at 11 a. m., to showd cause why he 


should not be expelled from the Uni- 
versity of California. 


"Resolved, That pending further ac- 


tion by the faculty Lewis E. Buikeley 
be and hereby is suspended from par- 
ticipation in all University exercises." 


The faculty-of the college of social 


sciences met at once, and promptly 
adopted the resolutions. 


Buikeley Is expected to withdraw, 


from all the fraternities of which he 
is a member, including the Golden 
Bear, an honor society to which he 
was elected last term, for his services 
as yell leader of the University. 


The Buikeley case received notice 


from various professors" today, who 
referred 
to it in their classrooms, 
drawing the natural moral that is in- 
volved in the affair. ' . 


Professor Lewis of the physics •de- 
partment said to his class that if the 
students would pay more attention to 
electing worthy leaders, and less to 
building big "C's," tilings would be in 
better shape at the University. He re- 
ferred to the leadership of "Locomo- 
tive" Smith, the football hero, who left 
college under a cloud, as another in- 
stance where the students worshiped 
not wisely. 
Professors 
Gayley 
and 
Howison 


mentioned the Buikeley episode dur- 
ing the day, while urging students to 
live in a moral atmosphere of perfect 
purity and sobriety.

agement of the Pacific Incinerating 
Company was the topic of discussion 
at the meeting of the Merchants' Ex- 
change. ;-i.st evening, but no definite 
action was taken, tha .matter.' being 
laid over for'• another 
.week. - The 


company was represented at the meet- 
ing, by F. J.-'Melbourne, the general 
manager.

• In .the absence of Acting President 
Schleuter, Theodore Gier called the 
meeting .to' order and.-suggested that 
as Mr. Schleuter's mother had just 
died, the Exchange adjourn out of re- 
spect to her memory. 


• Secretary Walker explained that the 
object of the meeting was to discuss 
the garbage matter and George 
W. 
Arper declared that it was a question 
of vital importance to the Citizens'of 
the city. He therefore suggested that 
the matter-be discussed and that when 
the Exchange did adjourn, it do so 
out of respect to the memory of Mrs. 
Schleuter. 


Then Secretary Walker told 
why 


the Exchange had taken' the matter 
up. -Many complaints,'he said, 
were 


received regarding 
the manner 
in 


which the crematory was 
managed 


and he said he thought the company 
should have'a central office to which 
complaints could go. 
. - 


"Many persons say they have been 
treated discourteously by the man- 
agement," continued Walker,-"and the 
men who are hired to gather the gar- 
bage refuse to do so unless they hav» 
definite orders." 


W. H. "Weilbye said the • committee 


of the Exchange appointed for that 
purpose had met a representative of 
the company and had 
been ' treated 


fairly.

• • 
Frank'J. Melbourne, general mana- 


ger of the company, said that It look^- 
ed strange to him that the: people 
could not have this garbage removed 
properly. There • was 
one 
time 
he 
said, when the company was 800 or- 
ders behind the number of calls, be- 
cause of the injunction of the courts, 
and that the company had asked .spe- 
cial permission from the 
Board . of 


Health to remove the garbage In bar- 
rels and be inside the law of the ord- 
inance, and that It had been granted. 
He stated that the company was not 


altogether to blame, and stated, that 
the Mayor had sent him the letter of a 
Piedmont man that complained that 
his refuse matter 
had not r-sen r»- 


moved for four weeks. He said that 
the comna-ny at once sent a wagon and 
that the driver was unable to .find the 
place 
because 
the 
letter gave the 


wrong address. 
He met the objection that only part 


of the garbage was removed at 
one 
call by saying that I* ere were two sets 
of wagons that collected, the-garbage, 
one for the cans and one for the other 
refuse matter, and that because of the 
construction it was impossible for one 
wagon t o carry/both. 
, ' • • • • • 
..' 
In his mind 'it was not fahvto the 
company and its contract with the city 
to expect it to remove a quantity of 
garbage large enough for three, cans 
and get pay for one. The delay in 
collecting the garbage was sometimes 
caused by redistrtcting the city. He 
said the city has been cut into fifteen 
districts, and that it was impossible 
in a few days to re-enter the names of 
all 
the 
householders and not miss 


somebody. 


The careless segregation of the gar- 


bage from the house was, in the rep- 
resentative's mind, one of the causes 
of considerable trouble. If the refuse 
from the house and kitchen is not 
properly separated it necessitates the 
call of a separate wagon to', take it 
away and not violate the ordinance. 
The common report that the garbage 
is accumulating on the.grounds at the 
crematory was denied as to any re- 
sponsibility to the company. Mr. Mel- 
bourne stated that it -was there when 
the company took the property and 
erected its works, and that the only 
refuse matter that was "dumped" on 
the company property was ashes anc 
lawn trimming and that all the other 
was burned. 


Director Hoffman stated-, that it was 


Impossible to,get th* wagon drivers to 
take the garbage when they were' re- 
quested to do so or when they had noi 
received orders to; do so from the head 
office. He said that it must be that 
.the failure was because the drivers 
were 
not 
attending to business or 
that the service management was in- 
adequate.

of the seventh satellite of Jupiter by 
Professor Perrine of Lick Observatory. 
The theory Is advanced' by .Professor 
William Pickering In explanation of the 
retrograde ; motion "-of 
Phoebe,

satellite . of Saturn, discovered by him 
In March, 1899. 


Phoebe was found to be traveling In 


the opposite direction from any known 
satellite and Mr. Pickering conceived. the 
idea that when first, cast off.it was mov- 
ing- in a retrograde motion, but as Saturn 
gradually "keeled over" the planet's mo- 
tion was changed until It was "finally ro- 
tating 'directly. The other11 satellites -were 
thrown off after this motion changed, • 
but Phoebe maintained its original mo- 
tion from right to left. His theory is that 
all the planets, .have keeled over or are 
keeling over, Jupiter having nearly com- 
pleted the process.

are soon to be 


started in the United States for making 
silk from collodion.

will make hair for wigs. 


In the matter of hair for the head, na- 


ture has not been able to keep up with 
art. Collodion-spxm hair is lighter, softer, 
cheaper and. altogether better than hair 
cropped from the bujnan'head.

Professors Lehner of Augsburg and Count 
Ililairede Chardonnel of Paris. Two fac- 
tories are running in Germany, two in 
Switzerland- and one at 
Besancon in 


France.

itssproduct last year. 
Cellulose is the 


basis of the artificial silk, and tills Is 
obtained generally from carded cotton, 
although it may also be obtained from 
com'and other grains.
